More 
people need to learn conflict resolution in order to deal with 
collectives and understand the idea of a community. Some¬ 
where along the lines the popularity of the alternative and 
underground punk scene has made people follow along 
blindly without understanding ideas behind things - like 
creating an alternative. A word that has lost meaning. 
Alternative to what? One of the ideas behind ABC is break¬ 
ing down the barriers between bands and people making 
everyone equal. There is no Us and Them. The people who 
volunteer at ABC, the bands that play, and those that attend 
shows just for fun are all one in the same and equal. No one 
has any superiority over anyone else and no one is in charge. 
We deal pretty well with problems because most have an 
understanding of these concepts. I was realiy disappointed 
to find that there was such a lack of understanding about the 
idea of a collectively run structure in this situation. For all of 
the talk, people don’t understancfwhat it means. Once when 
there was a flooding situation at ABC I got into a conversa¬ 
tion with someone who didn’t think it was being dealt with 
right, but when I proposed he help out with his knowledge he 
seemed to take offense, because he was just here to see the 
show.
